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PREFACE. 


HE great prejudice which hath oppreſſed the minds of many + 

very Good and Honeſt and well-meaning men, with 4 
kind of Turkiſh Submiſsion to the pleaſure of their Governours, 
however Arbitrary and Illegal their Proceedings have been , 
hath riſen (T conceive) from their taking this one wrong method 
to determine the true bounds of their Obedience, viz. That they 
fſeek direFtions herein from the Laws of God without due regard to 
the Laws of our Realm. For, though we readily yield to the 
Holy Scripture the higheſt reſpe&+ and veneration ; though we ac- 
knowleds it a full and ample Rale of Manners as well as of Faith, 
direfting all the Offices of bumane- Life among all degrees of men 
from the bigheſt perſons to the loweſt ; though it ſtriftly requires us 
_ to render to all men, to Cxlar as well as our pooreſt Neighbour, 
' their due ; yet it no where determines mens Civil Rights and Pro- 
perties. 

For, as the Kingdom of Chriſt was not of this World, ſo He 
left the affairs of this World to be managed by the Laws of the 
World, It is indeed impoſsible the Scripture ſhould determine 
all Controverſies about (meum & tunm) mens Civil Rights, 
what is mine, and What my Neighbours, what is Czſars due,and 
hat the Peoples ; and this becauſe of the frequent alterations in 
Families, and alienation of Eſtates, and the almoſt as frequent vis 
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cifsitudes of Government, the ſeveral Afts of Condeſcenſion in 
Princes,and new Grants of Liberties and Immunittes, Upon theſe ac- 
counts the Laws of the Land muſt be taken into Conſideration toge- 
ther with the Precepts of Scripture to decide the Snbjefts Duty. 

find the contrary opinion is ſuch an errour, as if it had univer- 
ſally obtained muſt needs have of late proved fatal to us, not only 
in the loſs of our Civil Rights, but what is infinitely more conſide- 
rable, the benefits. of our Reformed Religion. 

If therefore this Paper (which contains a double Scheme, repre- 
fenting the Subjets Duty in a different manner, according to the 
different Form of Government) may prove effeftual to obviate or 
remove any miſtake in this caſe; to ſettle the Minds of Men in a 
ood. liking of, and due Submiſsion to the preſent Government ; 
to the Peace and Quiet of the Nation ; or have that effect more 
publickly which it had on ſome private perſons, to whoſe only uſe it 
was at firſt defugned, "twill be ſatisfaftion enough to the Author, 
if be hath in the leaſt contributed- to the Service of his Country, 
and not troubled the Reader to no purpoſe, nor ſpent an hour or

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But if the will of the Prince be contrary to that of God, if his Edicts - 
and the Laws of the Goſpel can't be Reconciled, the Apoſtles determinati- 
on is obvious, As 5. 29. We ought to obey God rather than men. And if this 
expoſeth the Subje& ro perſecution and puniſhments to ſuffer the effefts of 
the Kings wrath.

Second ſort of Obedience, Paſlive; or Submiſſion and Non-Reſiſtance, 

Proved. 

Firſt from Scripture-Precept, Rom. 13. 2. They that reſiſt ſhall receive to 
themſelves damnation. And verſe 5. Te muſt needs be ſubjett not only for wrath 
but alſo for Conſcience ſake, 1 Pet. 2. 19. This is thankworthy sf a man for Con- 
ſcience toward God endure grief, ſuffering wrongfully. And verſe 20. If when 
ye do well and ſuffer for it, ye take it patiently this is acceptable with God. Sothat 
in all Caſes here is either Obedience or Submiſſion enjoyned. And the bu- 
ſineſs being thus ſtated by the Laws-of God,- how canit be capable ef any 
alteration from a mere Civil Conſtitution ? V Vhat ſignifiesa Law of man in 
a matter before determined by the Law of God, | 

Secondly, From Scripture-Example : Our Lord Chriſt ſubmitted to the 
moſt unjuſt ſentence of death, and would not uſe the aſliſtance of Angels or 
Men againſt that Authority under which He lived ; but commanded Perer 
to put up his Sword when drawn in his defence, St. Marth, 26. 52. St. 
John 18. 11. The like ſubmiſſion was praftiſed by the Apoſtles, As 5. 41. 
Rejoycing that they were counted worthy to ſuffer ſhame for his name. 

Objettion, If it be objected concerning our Saviour that by. the will of God 
it was neceſlary He ſhould ſo ſubmit,in order to the redetmption of the world. 

Anſwer, It may be anſwered, That the ſufferings of-bis Diſciples and Fol- 
lowers are from the ſame will of God, who did predeſtinate them to be 
conformed to the Image of his Son, Rom.

4thly:Finally,From the Nature of Martyrdom:If men might defend' their 
Lives, Liberties or Religion it ſelf by force of Arms againſt their natural

'Bke'of Truth' and a 'good Conſcience? For what thanks Ts ir to ye nan

who dieth for his Religion, when if it were in his power: he would rather 
kill his Pevſecutors (tho' lawful Governours) than ſuffer himſelf to be put 
to death by them ? | - 

Theſe are the principal Arguments for Obedience, or at leaſt ſubmiſſion 
and Non-Reſiſtance to Governours in all Caſes, which we allow to be very 
good and cogent. i debitis. circumſtantiss, where the Covernour is abſolute : 
But that they do not affect the Subjects of our Engliſh Monarchy,will i pre- 
ſume, be granted by them. that ſeriouſly and impartially weigh the following 
Conſiderations. | 

II. In a mixed Government or limited Monarchy , the Obedience due 
from the Subject is ſuppoſed Conditional or limited, whoſe Rule and Mea- 
ſure is. the Laws of the Land where we. live in conjunction with the Laws of 
God. And then Obedience. is, | 

Either (1:) Aftive to all Lawful Commands, z. e. in. things enjoyned or 
at-leaſt not forbidden-by the Laws of God, and the. Laws of the. Land. 

Or. (2.) Paſlive, or Submiſſion to the Kings pleaſure in ſuffering patient- 
ly, inſtead of performing ſuch his commands as are.contrary to the Laws of 
God, but not contrary to the Laws of the Land; and conſequently, *tis the 
ſuffering LegalFexalties though undeſerved. 

VVith . this - Reſtriction muſt all thoſe Texts be. interpreted which in 
Scripture require Obedience, or Submiſſion. For, If the King goes abour 
to oppreſs. or deſtroy his people without authority from God, and agai/# 
the plain Laws. of the. Land, it ſeems reaſonable that He may be oppoſed (at 
leaſt to ſome degree) by his People or Subjects. 

For-though a Prince. is Gods Vice-gerent and ought not to be Murdered: 
or Depoſed by his SubjeCts, his perſon being Sacred and reſerved only to the 
Divine vengeance : yet that He may (when other means prove ineffectual): 
be by force compelled to keep:within the limits of the Law,. ſeems reaſona- 
ble. . Becauſe, otherwiſe the Laws are:mere trifles and inſignificant Forma- 
lities. To-what purpoſe are Acts of Parliament made to confirm our Liber- 
ties and Properties, ifafter ſuch confirmation we are no more ſure of enjoy- 
ing them than we were before? Why are great Revenues ſettled on the: 
Crown by the peoples gift, for the grant of ſome new privilege, or con- 
firmation of former Grants, if natwithſtanding this,. the Prince at pleaſure: 
may trample-upon alt without the leaſt controul ? Certainly had Parlia- 
ments known ſuch: a power inherent in. the King uncapable of Reſtriftion.,. 
they would: have ſaved their own and the Nations Money, and not have: 
parted with it, to facilitate (as it may happen) their own deſtraCtion.. 

That Government in general is of Divine Inſtitution, there can be-no- 
Queſtion, St. Paul faith: Rom. 13, 1. There i no. Power but of, God— but: 
the ſpecification of this power -or the different forms of Government, may 


depend on the pleaſure of Men. As the Husbands power over the: Wife: 
| | is; 
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is from God, yet that this man in particular rather than another ſhould ex- 
erciſe that power was at firſt from the deſignation, 'conſent and choice of 
the VVoman her ſelf: fo, the Magiſtrates power is from God ; yet the ex-- 
erciſe of it by few or many hands ; by one abſolute or by one limited by 
certain Laws and Rules,depended originally on the conſent andapprobation 
of the people : for certainly the Scripture hath not determined which of 
theſe ſhould be done. - 

VVe read indeed the words of God Himſelf, Prov. 8. 15. By me Kings 
Reign— and St. Paul ſpake of abſolute Emperors when he ſaid Rom. 13. 1. 
The powers that be are ordained of God : But it doth not follow from thence 
that-no othec form of Government hath Divine Authority : For, 

ti. As to the former Text, the verſe next following will prove Ariſtocra- 
Cy to be jure Divinoas certainly as that proves Monarchy to be ſo. Prov. 8. 
16. By me Princes Rule, and Nobles, even all the Tudges of the Earth. And 

2. As to the latter place, if St. Paul had lived when Rome was a Common- 
wealth, what ſhould hinder but that he might have preacht the ſame Do- 
frine ? might he not have ſaid of the Conſuls, Senate, Tribunes, &c. The 
powers that be are ordained of God ? 523 

If Monarchy then be ſaid to be jure Divine, it muſt not be underſtood ex- 
.Cluſive of all other Forms of Government, but either ina general ſenſe, as 
it muſt be acknowledged the beſt, and ſubje(t to fewer inconveniences than 
any other Form ; and as being the moſt agreeable to right Reaſon, and the 
voice of Nature, being the firſt of Governments. And:that which is ſill 
every where found among ſuch people as have only the light of nature to di- 
ret them. Or Finally, as it beſt repreſents the ſupreme authority of God 
on Earth. Earthly Magiſtrates being Gods Repreſentatives do beſt appear 
to be fo in a Monarchical State. But that Monarchy is ſtritly and pro- 
perly of Divine inſtitution cannot be defended ; 

( i.) Becauſe then, all other Forms of Government are wicked Inventions, 
under which it muſt be unlawful tolive; the which I think none will aſſert. 

(2.) Becauſe then the Monarch ſinneth againſt God if he parts with the 

| leaſt branch of his prerogative without expreſs licenſe from: Heaven : and 
then our Engliſh Government it ſelf, though Monarchical, muſt alſo be 

_ condemned. | 

- .Ir ſeems therefore (as I conceive) very plain, . that ' though. the Kings 
power be from God, whole Vicegerent He is, and not the peoples Creature, 
yet He may be limited in the exerciſe of that Power by the Laws of the 
Realm, made by the free conſent and approbation of Himſelf, and his 
people . 
And this ſeems to have. been the opinion of our Three laſt Kings. The 
Bleſſed Martyr Charles the l. Declared [from New- Market, That the Law 
was the meaſure of hu power, And at another time, That his Prerogatives 
were built on the Law of the Land. King 
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King Charles the II. -in His Speeches to his Parliaments, ſeveral times de- 
clared his Reſolution, To. make the Law bis. Rule, and to Govern according to 
Law. And King Fames the Second in His Speech at His firſt ſitting in Privy 
Council, reciting a Calumny that had been reported of Him, That he was 
4 man for Arbitrary Power, to aſſure us of the contrary,he ſaith, 1 know the Laws 
of England are ſufficient to make the King as great a Monarch as I canwiſh, 

By which it appears, That as the Kings of Ezglazd are not abſolute ;.-So 
the Obedience which their Subjects owe them, ſhould be meaſured by the 
known Laws of the Land. | 

If therefore the King requires that which is not forbidden by the Law of 
God,but yet is beyond that authority which the Conſtitutions of the King- 
dom have aſſigned Him, his Subjetts may (for the ſake of peace, avoiding of 
ſcandal, or ſuch like end for the publick good) comply by a voluntary con- 
ceſſion with his will: but they are not in Conſcience bound to gbey. © And 
if He purſues ſuch illegal praCtices extravagantly, deſigning to ſubvert the 
peoples Civil or Religious Rights, to introduce a falſe Religion and Arbi- 
trary power, and enſlave not only the preſent, but all future Generations ; 
His Subje@s are ſo far from being obliged to aſſiſt Him in ſuch illegal and 
deſtruCtive Projefts : That on the contrary, they ought according to their 
ſtations to reſiſt ſuch proceedings, defending themſelves and their own 
Rights, not offending Him, or retaliating injuries, but refuſing to put in 
execution ſuch illegal deſigns. And if they would unanimouſly reſolve on 
this, they might be ſafe, ſince He can never deſtroy them but by their own 
hands. Indeed there will never be wanting men of mean Fortunes and baſe 
Principles ready inſtruments to ſerve: the worſt deſigns of Tyrants ; and if 
ſuch be put into Office to oppreſs the Subject contrary to Law, we know by 
our ancient Conſtitution, their Commiſſions are illegal, and they can have 
no more authority, thereby, than ſuch as take purſes on the High-way, and 
may be treatd accordingly. This is ſo evident that it needs no argument 
to prove it, and therefore I ſhall mention only what I before hinted, viz. 
That unleſs this be granted, the Laws fail of the end for which they were 
made, and are no ſafe-guard to the people. 

Objeft. Now as to that Objedtion, That the Nature of a Chriſtians Obe- 
dience being ſtated and determined by the Laws of God in Scripture, the ſubſequent 
Laws of man cannot alter it. 1 Anſwer, oh 

Anſw. It is ſo indeed ſppoſing the Government remains the ſame : But 
the whole weight of the Objection depends on a falſe ſuppoſition, viz. That 
by the Laws of God, every Government ought to be Monarchical ;, and every Mo- 
narch abſolute as the Roman Emperours were to whom the Primitive Chriſtians were 
Subjeft. But there can be no proof of this from Scripture ; and” conſe- 
quently, if a Monarch may be under Legal limitations, He can expeCt no 
other than Legal Obedience froin his Subjects, notwithſtanding thoſe Texts 
of Scripture. B Hence 
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_ Hence atfo, the Examples of opr- Saviour; Chriſt his Apoſtles and primi- 
tive Chriſtians are improperly urged againſt us, who ive. under a diftreir 
Goverdment,' to. infer abſolute bhi on to thewiltof the King, though 
they may well be' urged to infer ſuch Sabmiſſion to the Government, i, e. To 
the King atting within the limitrof Law. For, it may happen that by the 
Laws of the Land a King may have pawer to inflift fore penalties on hisSub- 
jcas for refuſing to do. what they are reſtrained from-doing by the ſuperiour 
Liwws of God ; and'then they muſt needs ſubmit how' great power ſoever 
they had to reliſt.; for the Laws of Religion allowing, no reſiſtance, nor the 
Laws of the Land according to which they are ſuppoſed to ſuffer, they can 
haye up pretence at all for reſiſting. 2 
., And here is the opportunity for paſſive Obedience and bearing the Cro.. 
And this was the condition. of our pious Martyrs in Queen Maries Reign ; 
they were pur to death unjuſtly,but yet-according to the Laws of the Land, 
and by the an thority with which the Laws armed their Sovereign againſt 
them ; For theſe Laws being interpreted their own Acts by their Repreſen- 
tatives. (or of-the major part'of them, by which the reſt ought robe con- 
cluded) whe executed agathft' them; ought to be'patiently ſubmitted: to 
without the lealt Reſiſtance. 
This alſo our Difſenters take to be their Caſe on whom penalties have 
been inflicted for Non-Conformity : They pretend Conſcience againſt Con- 
formitys. as. if it were forbidden by the Laws of God; yet being upon that 
account adjudged Criminals by the Laws of the Land, they ovght to ſiffer 
patiently the effects of rhoſ Laws, however innocent themſelves, or how- 
eyer grievous ahd unjuſt their penalties. SOS 07 twins 
As to. the for-cited Examples. 

Our bleſſed Saviour ſubmitted to the powers that then were, and the ſen- 
tence of Death was paſſed upon him by a Jadg:whom'he acknowledgedto 
have power given him from above, And though the power was'abuſed-to 
the injury. of the innocent, yet a private perſon -wasy ti6t to avenge himſelf, 
bit commit his Caſe unto God. Beſides the great-end'for which our Lord 
came into the VVorld to.do and ſuffer the will of Him: that ſent him for the 
Salvation of men obliged Him to wes andſtibmit, 'who otherwiſe might 
have commanded twelve Legions of Angels to his refcye. © bh 

Then, as for the primitive Chriſtians, who when 'more numerovs than 
their Enemies would not in theleaſt refiſt their perſecutors © not:when they 
had opportunity and capacity to reſiſt as particularly the Thebean Legion. 


Of. which there are various Opinions, = 
_ 1. Some fay, it was not lawful for them to reſiſt becauſe the Laws of the 
Empire, were againſt them and their Religion. Bat this I conceive is' not 
fatisfaQtory ; for, it may juſtly bequeſtianed how theſe Laws, improperly ſo 
called, could oblige the Chriſtians to ſuch ſtrange ſhbmifſion rages

of God; that they ſhould'glorifie Him ({when' called 'to i) by ſuffering

' For, asit was the will of God to make the Captain of our Salvation per- 
fe&t through ſuffering, Heb. 2.:19. Soit:was his will alſo to bring his follow- 
ers to glory the ſame way, by Patience and ſufferings, unto which St. Peter - 
Mith-of Chriſtians, 1 Per. 21 21.7 Te art called, becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered far 
#4, leaving us an example that ye. ſhould follow his ſtegs, 5. e. as often as they 
were called to it by.order. of Divine Providence. And this frequently hap- 
pened while the ſupreme power was in the hands vf Heathen Princes : fo 

long, it was the method of Gdd'to eſtabliſh, confirm and propagate his 
Church by the blood of Martyrs voluntarily dying for. that Religion which 
they-could havedefended with-the Sword;had-not their Holy Faith reſtrain- 
ed them from ſuch means. And hereby the Heathen Rulers mightlearn, 
that the Kingdom of Chriſt was not of this, world ; that as He intended nor 
by admitting men into his Society,to.infringe any of their juſt and natural 
Rights : ſo He wanted not the aſſiſtance of their power to Plant or ſipport 
. his Church and Spiritual Kingdom, which He cauſed miraculouſly to en- 
creaſe ahd proſper by thoſe very means of perſecution, blood and ſlaughter, 
by which they endeavoured to deſtroy it. 

But after that the powers of the Earth were themſelves added to the 
Church, it was but juſt thatas the Church imparted to them ſpiritual. good 
things * ſo ſhe ſhould partake of their carnal. Accordingly the Chriſtian 
Emperours gloried in being Defenders of the Faith, enriching the Church 
with Revenues, dignifying it with ample privileges, ſupporting it _
